The District has prepared a draft 2014 report of the local program implementing the Air Toxics "Hot
Spots" Information and Assessment Act of 1987 (AB25883). The Air Toxics "Hot Spots" program
requires facilities that emit toxic substances to provide local air pollution control districts with
information that will allow an assessment of the air toxics problem, identification of air toxics emission
sources, notification of the public exposed to significant health risk from toxics air emissions, and
development of effective strategies to reduce potential risks to the public.

The draft report summarizes the "Hot Spots" program elements, the current status of the program in San
Diego County, stationary and mobile emission estimates, emission reduction efforts, results of local
health risk assessments and current status of public notifications and risk reduction plans. Stationary
source emission estimates, by facility, are available on the District’s website  at
http://'www.sdaped.org/toxics/fac emissions/facilities.html.
